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In a recent paper on the Cottide or Sculpins of Japan.® by the 
present writers, a new genus, Schimidtia, was defined for a species of 
sculpin, Schmidtia misukia, from near Misaki, Japan. As the name 
Schmidtia is already used in zoology, we would substitute for it, as 
the name of the genus of Cottide, the name Sehinidtina, the species 
being Schmidtina misakia, 
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
